Here again, firefighting equip¬ 
ment must be the approved type— 
approved by the Board of Fire 
Underwriters and so marked. 

Steamship Inspectors do not exa¬ 
mine commercial motorboats under 
five gross tons, nor motorboats of 
any size used for owner's pleasure 
only. However, there are legal re¬ 
quirements for fire equipment on 
power-driven craft and the RCMP 
is authorized to detain such boats 
not complying with them, apart 
from possible court action. These 
are the requirements for non-com¬ 
mercial boats of various lengths: 

Up to 20 ft.— 

1 handpump type one-qt. carbon 
tetrachloride extinguisher; 

1 one-gal. froth extinguisher or 
equivalent (not needed If out'bourd 
motor propelled). 

Up to 35 ft.— 

1 froth extinguisher of 1 gal. 
capacity or equivalent; 

1 five bucket 

(not required in outboard-motor 
boats 18' and under, but precau¬ 
tions listed above do apply). 

Overloading 

Because there are so many types 
of small boats, specific advice to 
cover all contingencies about over¬ 
loading is not practical. How many 
people may be safely carried de¬ 
pends on several factors: type of 
boat, distribution of passengers, 
distribution of materials being 
carried, etc. Common sense precau¬ 
tions should rate highly here. 

The Department of Transport Is¬ 
sues, as a rough guide only, the 
following notice for posting at 
holiday resorts, boat hiring stations 
and camp sites:

One common cause of mishap has 
been the inexperienced person at¬ 
taching his outboard motor to a 
hired boat.

Another cause is the outboard be¬ 
ing too powerful for the boat. This 
places a responsibility on those 
renting out craft to make sure 
that motors to be attached are sui¬ 
table in this respect. 

Licensing of Boats 
Owners of small boats find it 
useful to have their vessels licensed 
since it helps in cases of theft, ac¬ 
cident, etc. By law, boats fitted 
temporarily or permanently with

obtainable, free of change, at all 
Customs Offices in Canada and the 
RCMP enforce the Small Vessel 
Licensing Regulations. 

Exempted boats include canoes, 
rowboats, small sailboats and power 
boats under 10 h.p. However, own¬ 
ers of such craft can obtain licen¬ 
ses if they wish, or if local port 
i ules demand it Change in owner¬ 
ship requires new licensing. These 
licenses are made up of figure-let¬ 
ter-figure groups. Example, Lic¬ 
ence No. 32 E 607 includes the cus¬ 
toms port number, 32 E, followed 
by the individual boat number, 607. 

Regulations require licence num¬ 
bers to be at least three inches 
high on the port and starboard 
bows and on the stem. Commercial 
and pleasure cralt are covered by 
the regulations and operators of 
boat-hiring businesses should licen¬ 
se and mark their boats according¬ 
ly. (Failure to comply may mean a 
fine up to 5100).
